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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1, drawn to a multilayer optical disc, classified in class 369, subclass 94. 

II. Claim 15, drawn to a photosensitive composition of an information layer, classified 
in class 252, subclass 301.4. 

III. Claim 26, drawn to a fluorescent medium writing and reading device, classified in 
class 369, subclass 112.01. 

IV. Claim 31, drawn to a recording method, classified in class 369, subclass 100. 

2. Inventions I. and II. are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has 
utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination 
as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
multilayer optical disc does not require an information layer composed a photosensitive 
composition that is comprised of a heat-sensitive power-consuming substance, organic solvents, an 
inhibitor of thermochemical response in darkness, or a polymer matrix. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as an optical disc with a single information layer. 

3. Inventions I. and III. are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has 
utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination 
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as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
fluorescent medium writing and reading device does not require writing to and reading from an 
optical disc with a plurality of information layers or a transparent substrate. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as a multilayer optical that is written to and read by a plurality of light 
sources or by a light source that generates light beams of different wavelengths. 

4. Inventions I. and IV. are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In 
the instant case, the recording method can be used with a multilayer medium that does not have a 
transparent substrate or a protective layer covering the plurality of information layers. 

5. Inventions II. and III. are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has 
utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination 
as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
fluorescent medium writing and reading device does not require writing to and reading from an 
information layer composed a photosensitive composition that is comprised of a heat-sensitive 
power-consuming substance, organic solvents, an inhibitor of thermochemical response in 
darkness, or a polymer matrix. The subcombination has separate utility such as a photosensitive 
composition of an information layer that is written to and read by a plurality of light sources or by a 
light source that generates light beams of different wavelengths. 
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6. Inventions IL and IV. are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In 
the instant case, the recording method can be used with a photosensitive composition of an 
information layer that is not comprised of a heat-sensitive power-consuming substance, organic 
solvents, an inhibitor of thermochemical response in darkness, or a polymer matrix. 

7. Inventions III. and IV. are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the recording method 
can be used with a light source that produces first and second light beams having different 
wavelengths, a multilayer medium that produces light having the same wavelength as the light beam 
that it is irradiated with, a light source that emits just one light beam, or with no detector. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
